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AN ACT concerning famlies.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Early Intervention Services System Act is

anended by changi ng Section 20 as foll ows:

(325 ILCS 20/ 20)

Sec. 20. Early Intervention Services Revolving Fund.
There is created a revolving fund to be known as the Early
I ntervention Services Revolving Fund, to be held by the |ead
agency.

The Early Intervention Services Revolving Fund shall be
used to the extent determ ned necessary by the | ead agency to
pay for early intervention services.

Local Accounts for these sueh purposes nmay be established
by the | ead agency.

Expenditures from the Early I nt ervention Servi ces
Revolving Fund shall be nade in accordance with applicable
program provi sions and shall be limted to those purposes and
anounts specified wunder applicable program gui del i nes.
Funding of the Fund shall be fromfamly fees, insurance
conpany paynents, federal financial participation received as
rei mbur senent for expendi tures from the Fund, and
appropriations nmade to the State agencies involved in the
paynment for early intervention services under this Act.

Di sbursenment s from the Early Intervention Services
Revol ving Fund shall be nade as determ ned by the | ead agency
or its designee. Funds in the Early Intervention Services
Revolving Fund or the local accounts created under this
Section that are not immedi ately required for expenditure may
be invested in certificates of deposit or other interest

bearing accounts. Any interest earned shall be deposited in
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the Early Intervention Services Revol ving Fund.
